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REMARKS 



As indicated above, this is a Supplement to the Response filed on September 4, 2003 in 
which the applicants submitted arguments against the rejection of claims 1 - 3 under 35 USC 1 03(a) 
based on Ahroni in view of Yamamotb. The applicants respectfully submit that the Response filed 
September 4, 2003 and this Supplemental Response are fully responsive to the Office Action dated 
June 4, 2003. 

The applicants respectfully submit that the applicants' invention is distinguishable over the 
teachings of the references in the fixing of cables when pressure contact terminals are connected 
with the cables. In support thereof, in, e.g., line 24, pages 30 - 31 of the applicants' specification, 
"the positioning portion is formed with the electric wire setting portions 6a." In lines 24 and 25, 
page 35 , a pair of the pressure contact blade receiving grooves 6b are provided with a pair of wire 
fixing portions 6h to fix the cables 4a, 4a. In line 26, page 55 through line 3, page 56 of the 
applicants' specification, the number of guide grooves 7e as the same number of the cables 4a, 4a, 
as shown in the applicants* Figure 4, is provided at even intervals on a top side of the guide plate 7d 
to fix the cables 4a, 4a in a row. Other connectors disclosed by the references have only a guide for 
cables. Such guide, however, cannot fix the cable when starting to press contact terminals on the 
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cable. All of the guides will finally position the cables when the 
completely with the cables.
